With a record for number of days 
and with 1212 bills introduced in the 
two 
houses, 
very 
few constructive 
measures 
have 
come 
through the 
mill, the most notable being the work­ 
men’s compensation 
act, which was 
not a subject of political controversy. 
Two other important measures 
over 
which political lines were not drawn, 
the bridge bill and the bus hill, died 
untimely deaths. 
It is to he regret­ 
ted that some kind of a bus hill w'as 
not passed, as no regulation is pro­ 
vided for now to control and tax 
a 
fast growing private 
business con­ 
ducted on public highway built 
by 
the tax payers of Missouri. 


A beginning was made toward im­ 
proving the criminal code, hut much 
more could have 
been accomplished 
along 
this 
line, in 
the opinion 
of 
sponsors for bills that were endorsed 
by the legal profession 
in the state. 
Numerous hills affecting the cities 
of .St Louis and Kansas City were 
passed by the house, and while 
the 
senate contributed a share in 
this 
direction it killed all the salary rais­ 
ing bills except that for the police in 
St. 
i,ouis. 
Salary 
raising 
at any 
point was unpopular and while num­ 
erous attem pts were made at reduc­ 
tions very little was accomplished in 
this direction. 


Only three of the administration’s 
twenty-eight hills were passed by the 
general assembly. 
One limits the ex­ 
penses of employes of the state when 
traveling and the othei two have to 
do with the collecting of the gasoline 
tax and inspection of oils. 
The bud­ 
get and consolidation bills, the most 
important measures on the governor's 
program, failed to secure the neces 
sar.v votes to insure passage. 
The forestry 
hill 
which provides 
for a state 
forester to survey lands 
suitable for tree growing, marks 
a 
step toward forest conservation which 
its friends have long been advocating. 
One farm bill, favored by the farm ­ 
ers’ association, was the first to fall 
before the veto ax of the governor 
It provided for a flat license fee of 
$10 for all co-operative farm asso­ 
ciations in lieu of all other taxes or 
corporation fees. 
It was declared by 
the governor to 
he 
unconstitutional 
because it savored 
of class legisla­ 
tion. 
Bills advocated 
by farm members 
passed both 
houses 
providing 
for 
the grading 
of 
eggs, 
licensing of 
manufacturers and dealers in feeding- 
stuffs, establishing a plant board 
to 
seek out and 
suppress 
insect pests 
and plant diseases, the licensing and 
bonding of 
commission 
merchants 
handling farm products, authorizing 
the state marketing bureau to assist 
farm ers with their 
marketing prob­ 
lems, establishing grades for agricul­ 
tural products 
and 
providing 
for 
shipping-point 
inspection, 
and 
the 
eradication 
of 
bovine 
tuberculosis 
through the co-operation of the state 
veterinarian and his assistants with 
the counties petitioning for the serv­ 
ice. 
The House became deadlocked ear­ 
ly in the 
week 
over 
appropriation 
bills, or rather with conference com­ 
mittee reports on bills. The deadlock 
was precipitated when the conference 
report on the fees and funds bill came 
up for consideration. 
D. L. Bales of 
Shannon, and W. E. Freeland of Tan­ 
ey, led the attack on the conference 
report, which they charged was m ak­ 
ing a raid on the public school fund 
by taking items amounting to nearly 
a million and a half dollars from the 
school fund which 
they 
pointed out 
law stipulated should come from 
tht 
general revenue fund. 
They said the 
university and state teachers’ colleges 
had not been cut down in their appro­ 
priations, but that the transfer 
of 
the money from the school fund would 
cause heavy local taxes on all

tising, as the secretary says that the 
postage and printing accounts can­ 
not he cut, especially in view of the 50 
per cent increase in third class post­ 
al rates this month. 


The radio broadcasting station was 
allotted $30,000 by the 
house com­ 
mittee, but this was finally cut by the 
conference committee to $15,000. The 
state marketing bureau in charge of 
the station will be handicapped, hut 
will probably he able to get along, es­ 
pecially if the same help can be secur 
ed from the Government as at pres­ 
ent.

special benefit to St. Louis and Kan 
sas City, mustered the required vote 
in both houses.

The reason fo r lack of accurate d a­ 
ta on these self-exiled or self-styled 
j Am ericans is th a t the F rench 
arm y 
¡requires absolutely 
no identity 
pa- 
■pers of applicants for service in its 
renowned expeditionary corps. A Ger­ 
man w ho has never been any fa rth ­ 
er west th an Frankfurt-on-the-M ain 
m ay present him self before a recruit­ 
ing officer and join the legion under 
the name of O tto Schmidt, American, 
born in Hoboken. 
Similarly, a Pole 
may join up as Stanislas Skryzskin- 
ski, 
American, 
born 
and 
bred in 
Cleveland. 
Provided 
the 
applicant 
m e e t s 
the 
physical 
requirem ents, 
which are fairly stiff, the French re ­ 
cruiting au th o rities make no investi­ 
gation. 
“ No questions ask ed ” is the 
legion’s rule. 
For the 
Legion 
E tran g e re 
w as 
founded “to o ffer refuge“ according 
to the m inister of King Louis Phil­ 
ippe, who organized it in 
1831 “ to 
those foreigners who, by reason of the 
troubled sta te of F.urope, have come 
within our borders, and whose pres­ 
ence, unemployed 
and harassed 
by 
necessity, m any 
constitute 
a public 
d anger”. 
Soon afte r 1831 membei - 
ship in the legion was throw n open to 
Frenchmen. 
From the beginning of its history 
of nearly one hundred years, the 
le­ 
gion has norm ally been a good 40 or 
50 per cent G erm an in make-up. 
Y et 
never, according to the French arm y 
chiefs, has 
th a t 
high 
percentage 
made the slightest difference in th e 
le g io n ’s loyalty to either the 
white 
flag of Louis Phillippe or the tricol­ 
or under which France’s arm ies have 
marched in th e reign of Napoleti III 
and the present republican 
regime. 
The glowing citations which the poly­ 
glot w arriors am assed during the late 
war are am ple, proof th a t their fa m ­ 
ous song. 
Having no fatherland. 
France is our mother, 
is no mere poetical im agery. 
The L egion’s strength is now close 
to 20,000 men. 
In times of peace its 
effectives are normally not employed 
in France proper, but in the colonies 
the regulations provide that the lc 
gionnaire who enlists for a five-year 
first term of service shall be rotated 
from A frica to the Far E ast and back 
Again. 
For 
the 
legion 
the French 
high command tries to live up to the 
old recruiting promise of “Join 
the 
army and see the world”. 
The discipline, as far as regulations 
go, is exactly the same as in the reg­ 
ular French forces.

foreign officers who can show good

Jefferson City, April 12.— A state 
departm ent of forestry

agricultural to “practice 
forestry upon 
lands 
owned by

State and promote the practice

forestry and the wise use of the for 
ests and forest prdoucts in Missouri 
is created under an act passed by the 
fifty-third general assem bly. 
The act provides that upon the ex­ 
piration of tin* terms of members of 
the present State Board of A gricul­ 
ture, the Governor shall appoint 
at 
least two members who either 
are 
versed or interested in forestry. An 
experience forester is to be employed 
to head the 
new 
departm ent. 
Th< 
salary 
of 
the 
forester 
is fixed at 
$3000 per year. 
The practice of forestry 
for 
the 
purposes of the act is defined as fol­ 
lows: 
“The preparation of the 
soil 
for the germination of 
forest seeds 
or for the planting of seedlings, the 
gathering and care 
of forest seeds 
and their preparation 
for planting; 
the establishm ent 
of trees, the care 
and cultivation of grow ing stands and 
their protection against dam age from 
the elem ents 
from 
fungi and other 
plants, from animals, both wild and 
domestic, anil 
from human agency, 
the thinning of stands; the harvest­ 
ing of stands and parts 
of stands; 
the 
sale 
of 
forest products of all 
kinds, including the right to utilize 
incidental products and to enjoy those 
natural 
advantages 
which 
forests 
may afford, and the installation 
of 
such improvements as m ay be deem 
ed necessary to the m anagem ent 
of 
forest property”. 
The State Forestry D epartm ent 
is 
authorized to acquire by g ift parcels 
of land as state forests. 
The depart­ 
ment also is authorized to lease state 
forests 
for 
grazing 
purposes, the 
leases to be let to the highest bidders. 
The State forests will be a source 
of revenue to the various school dis­ 
tricts in which they are located. 
The 
act 
provides 
that 
rentals received 
from the lands and incom e from 
the 
sale of timber shall be apportioned to 
tlit* school districts in which the State 
forests are located, provided, howev 
er, that the school district levies the 
maximum tax allowed by law of 
65 
cents on the $1U0 valuation.

“Gen. R. E. Lee, Commanding ('. S. 
A.—General: 
In accordance with the 
substance of my letter to you of the 
8th inst. I proprose to receive

surrender of the Army of Northern 
Virginia on the following teims, to- 
wit: 
Rolls of all the officers and men 
to he made in duplicate, one copy to 
be given to an officer designated 
hv 
me and the other to b< retained 
by 
such officer or officers 
as 
you 
may 
designate. 
The officers to give their 
individual paroles not to take up arms 
against the government of the Unit­ 
ed States until properly (exchanged) 
and each company or regiment com­ 
mander to sign a like parole for 
the 
men of their commands. 
The arms, 
artillery and public property to 
be 
parked and stacked and turned over 
to the officers appointed by me to re­ 
ceive them. 
This will not embrace 
the side arms of the officers nor their' 
private horses or baggage. This done, 
each officer and man will 
he allowed 
to return to his home, not to be dis­ 
turbed by the United States authori­ 
ties 
so long as they observe 
their 
paroles and the laws in force where 
they may reside.

U. S. GRANT. 
Lee paused once to ask if the word 
“exchanged” 
had not been omitted. 
Grant looked and 
said it had. 
The 
word was inserted. 
Lee showed 
by 
his countenance that he was touched 
when he read the passage exempting 
the officers’ si dearms, horses and bag­ 
gage. 
And when he had ftnishhed he 
remarked that many of the men 
of 
his calvary owned their own horses 
and that it would he a hardship to be 
deprived of them. 
Grant said that 
he would not change the 
terms as

business in all

world and that education and civili­ 
zation 
are 
synonmous, 
Gov. Baker 
fiercely derided the class of citizens 
who would weaken the school system 
to save a few dollars in taxes. 
"Eighty per cent of 
the criminal 
class have attended school but 
very 
little”, said Gov. Baker, and following 
that statement announced 
that 
he 
was working on a plan to establish 
some educational facilities in the Mis­ 
souri State penitentiary without cost 
to the taxpayers, which would pro­ 
vide the young criminal with a bet­ 
ter education than he had when he en­ 
tered the prison. 
“Search history 
and 
you will find 
that w h en e v e r a nation neglected tin* 
education of her children that nation 
passed into obscurity , the Governoi 
continued. 
“ Egypt, 
Greece 
and 
Rome all met the same fate because 
the training 
of 
the children along 
the right educational lines 
was 
ne­ 
glected. 
We all want our children to 
get along better in the world 
than 
we ourselves have done. 
We are not 
going to object to a little additional 
cost for education. 
"You f o lk s here 
in the 
beautiful 
community, with your 
splendid peo­ 
ple, do not regret that you establish­ 
ed this high school. 
It has cost you 
more to educate your children than it 
ditl when you had the little one-room 
frame building in which not ordy your 
children, but you, yourselves, attend­ 
ed school. 
It is a great thing to be 
able to give to our children the things 
that 
they 
desire. 
1 have 
but one 
child, a little chick, 15 years of age, 
but the greatest pleasure of all 
my 
life is when I am able to give her the 
things that she wants. 
I want her to 
have an easy childhood. 
Some folks 
say that is spoiling the child, but it 
does not spoil a child that has the 
right kind of stuff in her. 
“Some folks say th a t the 
things 
that our children are studying here in 
school will never enable them to earn 
a penny more than they could have 
earned had they 
not 
gone through 
this high schoool. 
1 his may be true 
in some instances; there are 
some 
folks that m ight go to school all their 
lives, and then not have any 
sense 
when they got through; but that 
is 
an exception 
rather than the 
rule. 
Statistics have been gathered show 
ing that the boy who leaves school at 
14, 11 years thereafter, or when h( 
is 25 years of age, that he is earning 
about $0110 a year. 
“Those who stayed in school 
foui 
years longer, or presumably 
long 
enough t<> 
get 
a four years

school training, seven years thereaf­

Pagan Japan is far ahead of Chris­ 
tian America 1n upholding the sancti­ 
ty of the m arriage relation, accord­ 
ing to figures gathered by the Cen­ 
sus Bureau and cited by sociologists. 
In Japan the grist of the divorce mill 
is decreasing; in America 
it is 
in­ 
creasing -increasing , too, at a 
rate 
that bodes ill for the cradle of today 
and the generation of tomorrw. 
Ac­ 
cording to the Census Bureau, more 
than 165,000 divorces were granted in 
the United States in 1923, or one di­ 
vorce 
to every 
7.5 marriages. 
In 
1905 only 68,000 divorces were g ra n t­ 
ed, so that in eighteen years the num­ 
ber of dviorces have risen by 
near­ 
ly 100,000, or more than 140 per cent, 
while the population 
increased 
only 
about 30 per cent. 
A glance at these 
figures, 
writes 
Dr. Charles A. Ell- 
wood in The Central Christian Advo­ 
cate (Methodist), tells us that divorc­ 
es are now 
growing 
in the United 
States four and five times as fast as 
the population. 
For more than sixty 
years our divorces have advanced ev­ 
ery year more than three time as fast 
as the population, and the end is not 
yet in sight. 
In 1922 the number of 
divorces was 148,554, or one divorce 
to every 7.6 m arriages for the whole 
country. 
Many States, however, have 
much higher divorce rate than the 
country as a whole, say« Dr. Fllwood, 
who is Professor of Sociology in the 
University of Missouri. 
In 1922, 
he 
writes, Oregon had 
one 
divorce to 
every 2.5 marriages, Wyoming, one to 
3.9; Montana, one to 4.3; Missouri, 1 
to 4.7; Oklahoma, one to 4.8; Texas, 
one 
to 
4.9; 
California, one to 5.1; 
Ohio, one to 5.2; Indiana one to 5.4; 
Colorado, one to 5.5; Kansas, one to 
>.7; and Maine, one to 5.8. 
Dr. Ell- 
wood contrasts these 
rates with the 
rates of other countries .and draws a 
conclusion: 
"In Switzerland, where divorce is 
as 
easy 
to obtain 
as in the United 
States, there is only one divorce 
to 
every sixteen 
marriages. 
In 
other 
countries the divorce ration is still 
lower. 
In France there i« one divorce 
to twenty-one marriages; in Denmark 
one to twenty-two; in Germany, one 
to twenty-four; in New Zealand, one 
to twenty-four; in N ¡way, 
me to 
thirty; in Sweden one t<> thirty-three; 
in Great Britain, one 
to ninety-six 
while our neighbor, Canada, has only 
one divorce to every 161 marriages. 
Even pagan Japan had in 1919 a hov­ 
er divorce rate than the United S ta t­ 
es, for it had only one divorce to ev­ 
ery eight marriages. 
“These statistical 
facts 
are cited 
only as a symptom of the condition of 
our American family 
life. 
Can 
we 
speak of the dominance of the Chris­ 
tian home in American society, when 
America has more divorces in a sin­ 
gle year in proportion to its popula­ 
tion than has such a pagan country 
sa Japan, and more than all the rest 
of the Christian civilized nations put 
together? 
These figures 
show that 
there is something 
radically 
wrong 
about our home and family life. Yet 
divorce is only a symptom and not a 
cause, nor is it, perhaps, the greatest 
evil connected with our family life. 
We canont safely conclude, however, 
that the American family and home 
life 
are 
becoming 
more Christian 
when divorce is increasing among us 
four 
and 
fie 
times as fast as 
our 
population. 
It is surely time that the 
Church turn its attention to Ameri­ 
can home life. 
It 
is 
sufficient 
to state, without 
arguing the point, that the home, as a 
prim ary group, is the chief bearer of 
all civilizing traditions and standards, 
that tlie family i« “the cradle of civ­ 
ilization, of morality, and even of re­ 
ligion”. 
If, then, the family becomes 
irreligious and unchristian, our whole 
social life is bound 
to become like­ 
wise. 
And 
a prominent 
religious 
worker in New 
York 
City tells I)r. 
Ell wood that nothing impresses him 
so much as the* pagan character 
of 
the family and the home life of«the 
present. 
“ He finds 
it materialistic, 
self-seeking, dominated 
by business 
and commercial interests, and subor­ 
dinated to everything except the wel- 
fare of humanity”. 
Small 
wonder, 
then, that the prevalence of crime in 
the United States is beyond anything 
which the police can control or limit. 
As Dr. Fllwood sees it, 
“The chief thing wrong with A mer­ 
ican family life i< the unsocialized in­ 
dividualism 
of 
our standards 
with 
reference to nuu riage and the family. 
We have made these things m atters 
of individual convenience, instead of 
matters concerning 
the 
welfare of 
humanity, and of our highest ideals 
and v alu es. 
VVo have tried 
to build 
family life upon selfishness, 
and we 
have failed. 
The family life must be 
centered in the child, for 
the 
child 
stands for humanity. 
We need more 
Christianity in the American 
home,

Four-year-old Betty didn’t like car­ 
rots.

Mother knew pretty 
well what was good 
for everybody, 
hut as a result of these and various 
other whims in eating, she had a hard 
time getting the right foods accepted. 
A home demonstration agent intro­ 
duced the family, through mother's 
club, to w hat she called the “food- 
habits score card”. 
She asked all the 
club mothers to fill out the answers 
to a number of question that 
would 
show the present physical condition 
and food habits of each family. She 
wanted information on such things as 
weights for age and height, regular­ 
ity of bodily functions, and tendenc­ 
ies to colds and other troubles. 
On 
a chart, arranged for a 
week 
at 
a 
time, credit was to be entered 
for 
using from 2 to 4 glasses of milk ev­ 
ery day; for 
eating 
one or, better, 
two cooked vegetables other than po­ 
tatoes; fruits twice a day, if possi­ 
ble, or a raw vegetable, or canned to­ 
matoes; whole grain flour; and 
for 
drinking lots of w'atei 
three or four 
glasses a day, at least. 
Credit 
was 
also given for not eating sweets be­ 
tween meals. 
The score card, it was 
carefully explained, is not a complete 
diet list; 
it 
is intend« d to suggest 
some of the essential food habits of­ 
ten neglected. 
The score-card foods 
were to he supplemented with bread, 
butter, potatoes eggs, meat, and oth­ 
er commonly used foods to give 
a 
well-selected diet. 
Every 
family 
represented in 
the 
community club started o u t on a new 
kind 
of 
game, 
trying to outdo the 
score of every other family. 
At first 
the Bettys 
and 
Jacks 
ate carrots, 
spinach, and other foods they thought 
they didn’t like, just to get a better 
family score; then, 
as 
the mothers 
found out new and appetizing ways 
of fixing old, familiar foods, and 
as 
everyone began to feel better 
and 
look better ,they became interested 
in following correct food habits 
for 
their 
own 
sake. 
Scores improved 
and stayed good even after the dem ­ 
onstration period ended. 
Nutrition workers have found 
the 
food-habits score card a very success­ 
ful device for stimulating greater in­ 
terest in a healthful diet and for sus­ 
taining that interest until family food 
habits 
undergo 
necessary 
changes. 
The simple, specific directions as 
to 
what are important foods were easily 
followed. 
Within the past three 
or 
four years some form of food-habits 
score card lias been adopted in more 
than iwo-thirds 
of 
the States, 
in 
connection with the nutrition 
work 
carried on by the extension 
service, 
directed by the United States D epart­ 
ment of Agriculture and the various 
State agricultural colleges. 
Practi­ 
cally all of these score cards agree in 
stressing the 
increased 
use of

“protective” foods—milk,

ed school.

1905 only 08,000 divorces were g ra n t­ 
ed, so that in eighteen years the num­ 
ber of dviorces have risen by 
near­ 
ly 100,000, or more than 140 per cent, 
while the population 
increased 
only 
about 30 per cent. 
A glance at these 
figures, 
writes 
Dr. Charles A. Ell- 
wood in The Central Christian Advo­ 
cate (M ethodist), tells u< that divorc­ 
es are now 
growing 
in tin* United 
States four and five times as fast as 
the population. 
For more than sixty 
years our divorces have advanced ev­ 
ery year more than three time as fast 
as the population, and the end is not 
yet in sight. 
In 1922 the number of 
divorces was 148,554, or one divorce 
to every 7.6 m arriages for the whole 
ountry. 
Many States, however, have 
much higher divorce rate than the 
ountry as a whole, says Dr. Ellwood, 
who is Professor of Sociology in the 
University of Missouri. 
In 1922, 
he 
writes, Oregon had 
one 
divorce to 
every 2.5 m arriages, Wyoming, one to 
3.9; Montana, one to 4.3; Missouri, 1 
to 4.7; Oklahoma, one to 4.8; Texas, 
one 
to 
4.9; 
California, one to 5.1; 
Ohio, «mo to 5.2; Indiana one to 5.4; 
Colorado, one to 5.5; Kansas, one to 
>.7; and Maine, one to 5.8. 
Dr. Ell­ 
wood contrasts these 
rates w'ith the 
rates of other countries .and draws a 
conclusion: 
In Switzerland, where divorce is 
as 
easy 
to obtain 
as in the United 
States, there is only one divorce 
to 
every sixteen 
marriages. 
In 
other 
countries the divorce ration is still 
lower. 
In France there i> one divorce 
t<» twenty-one marriages; in Denmark 
one to twenty-two; in Germany, one 
to twenty-four; in New Zealand, one 
to tw enty-four; in N iway, 
me to 
thirty; in Sweden one to thirty-three 
in Great Britain, one 
to ninety-six

Even pagan Japan had in 1919 a lo v ­ 
er divorce rate than the United St at 
es, for it had only on* divorce to ev­ 
ery eight marriages.

only as a symptom of the condition of 
our American family 
life.

speak of the dominance of the Chris 
tian home in American society, when 
\m erica has more divorces in a Lin 
gle year in proportion to its popula­ 
tion than has such a pagan country 
sa Japan, and more than all tin* rest 
of the Christian civilized nations put 
together?
